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ROCIHEFOR'T.

The Irreconcilable and His Career—'‘Le
Figaro,” “La Lanterne,”’ ‘‘La
Marseillaise”—A Red
Republican De-
magogue.

Henri Rochefort, who has been the direct
vuuse of the recent tumult in Parls, Is still a
young man, and bogan life as a theatrical critle,
from which position he drifted Into that of »
writer for the Charivari, or Paris Punch, a
weekly periodieal which is as funny as it dare
be without Ineurring the risk of suppression.
He next beenme the ohroniquewr or chronicler
of the Higaro; and [or some time was the life
and soul of this popular sheet. No part ofa
Freneli vewspapor is more charncteristic nnd
attractive than the chronigue or récord of pass-
ing events, Into which everythlog concelvable is
crowded, from the most important affalrs of
ptate Lo the most insignificant events of local
oceurrence, - The French journalist does not,
even in his most dignified editorial, restrain
himself a2 much ns his colaborer fn other parts
of the world, and in the chronigue espocially he
gives tull scope to Lis versatility and vivacity,
rambling over the whole scope of passing events,
and discoursing as readily upon the removal of
an old chatenu as upon the overthrow of a
throme. A brilliant chronicler, therefore, at
ones commands the witention of the people, and
it Is In this capacity that many of the most sue-
cessful journalists of Parls have commenced
their carcer.

In the chronique of the Figaro, therefore, it
was that Rochefort gradually established him-
scll ag one of the keonest masters of satire in
the French capital. On every possible point he
brought to bear a vindictive and unscrupulous
antagoni=m to the existing order of things, ridi-
culing the Emperor, ridiculing the Empress,
ridiculing the Prince Imperial, and habitaally
holding up to the scorn and derision of the
people the Napeleonic dynasty and all its ac-
companiments, motives, and movements. This
weekly onslaught al Inst became so galllng that
M. Villemessant, the proprietor of the Figaro,
recelved notice that he wust give up elther Lis
paper or his favorite contributor, and M. Ville-
messant ‘elected the Iatter alternative. The
Figaro might be dull without Kochefort; buat
Rochefort without the Figare would certainly
be useless,

Bo M. Villemnessant poarted with Fochefort,
and the latter, thrown upon his wits again, con-
cveived the iden of pnblishing a journal of his
own, in the conduct of which he would be free
from the trammels of antagonistic personal
interests. His first application to the Govern-
ment for permission to start a journal was, as a
matter of course, refused, and it wae not until
there was a change in the law regulating the
presg that he was able to make a beginning.
In the early part of January, 15865, the Govern-
ment had submitted to the Corps Legislatif
the draft of a mnew press law. The
first section of the law declared that thenceforth
the Prench press ghould be free, but its subse-
queut provisions contained so many oppressive
reetrictions that the liberal and independent
journals declared the existing arder of things
preferable, and called upon the representatives
of their party in the Corps Legislatif to reject
the measure in {ofo. The digcretionary power
of the Minister of the Interior and the prefects
of the departments over the political press was
put an end to, the system of authorization for
those who wished to start new journals was
abollshed, and the burdensome stamp-tax was
slightly lessened; but there was no reduoction in
the amonnt sf caution-money required, the fine)
for violations which the correctioon! tribunals
were authorized and required to lmpose upon
editors, publishers, and printers were fixed at
such unheard-of rates, and inflicted for the most
trivial offenses, and, in short, g0 many new and
odious features were added to the existing
regime, that Emile de Glrardin, the editorvof
La Liberte, pronounced the new law a “‘bhateful
trap.” But because of its few liberal provisions,
and especlally the clanse which permitted the
establlshment of political journals without
previous suthorization, the ultra-imperial mem-
bers of the Corps Legislatlf manifested a great
deal of opposition to the measure, and its defeat
atope time seemed imminent. The HNberal
journals, however, reconsidered their frst posi-
tion, and advocated the pussage of the law,
which was finally effected alter a stormy debate
and not until several still more oppressive
features were added. On the 11th of May, 1808,
the new law, having passad the Senate as well
as the Corps Legislatlf, was promulgated, and In
a cirenlar issued a few days afterwards, M.
Pluard, the Minister of the Interior, announced
that “'henceforth the press will only have as Its
judges the judges of every citlzen. It will no
longer be under tutclage. "

Ag 6000 as the new law wad promulgated, a
ewarm of new papers eprong up all over
France. By the 1st of July, 1805, sixty-four
new journals, nearly all weeklies, had been
established in the departments, while to the
preas of Parls alone were added seven new
dallies and twenty-three new wesklies. The new
journals responded to the demands of the
people, and » wore deliant tone wis manifested
by them than hud been heard for years past.
The people, on their parl, eagerly encouraged the
new ventures, and some of them in o very
short thme attained an almost Incredible clreu-
lation.

Among the new weeklies established In Parls
was one by Rochefort, with the title ot La Lan-
terne. It was published in pamphlet form, mnd
eonslsted entirely ol short paragraphs, loto
which the writer threw all the bitterness of his
heart as well as all the brilllancy of his style,
Ile pounced eagerly upon the “‘dark epots” of
the second emplre, raking Parls over and over
to gather up all the scandals aflecling the im-

perial family, a8 well us moking the most sar-
eastie uge of the fallures and opprossions of the
Government that the perverted ingenuity of
reckloss red republicanlsm could devise. La
Lanierne became & receptacle of nastiness, ag
wall 88 & fountaln of sarcasm, and discontented
Parls fairly gloated over the delicate and dell.
¢lous morsels which were served up in its
colugmns. The aggregste circulation of the firet
plne lsawes reached 1,155,000 coples, and the
subeeription list was belog raplidly ewelled when

ber of the Correctional Trlbunal of Paris upon
Rochefort made it necessary for him to conduact
fts publieation and distribution secretly for a
time, and finally left him no alternative but
Might,

Rochefort repaired to Brusse's, where he was
recelved with some sghow of enthusinsm, and
continned for months thereafter to issue La
Lanterre from that poinl and Aix-la-Chapelle
alternately. It wos mow necessary for him to
resort o the most ingeniouws devices to smuggle
aoross the frentler the hundred thousand coples
which for a long time failed to meet the demand.
But he was equal to the emergency, and La
Lanterne, printed 'on thin tissne paper and con-
cealed in all inconcelvable fashlons, wns sent
through the llues of wautehful emissarios and atill
seattered broadeast over Paris, Meanwhile, the
ciections of May, 1869, transpired. and,
while the popular vote showed a decided
majority to be still willing to submit
to the empire, there was manifested such a
decided reaction that the Emperor became
alarmed, and the liberal policy which eveutually
eulminated in the elevation of Ollivier to power
was Inaugurated by the promuolgation of the
Benalus Consullum. In this serious stroggle
between the cmpire and its antagonists of
various prades the light of La Lanterns gradu-
ally faded until it was almoet extingulshed,
Rochefort continued to fulminate his dintribes
against imperinlism through s columns, but he
was too far removed from the scene of the strife
to maintain his hold upon the people, and Paris
at lnst acknowledged that it had enjoyed o sur-
feit of his bitterness.

Being given to understand that be was In-
cluded In the amnesty which was extended in
1860 to the greater number of political offenders,
Rochefort announced himeell as u candldate for
the Corps Legislatif at the supplementary elec-
tlons of November, und started for Paris. As
soon a& he had crossed the border, he was ar-
rested by the police; but the Emperor interposed
in person and ordered his release. On the Tth
of November, 1860, he entered Paris, not as
much of & martyr as he had hoped to be. Urowids
of the bourgeelsie followed him through the
streete, but Rocheford free to come and go al
will and without the ban of the empire upon
him, was not the Rochefort that could command
such a demounstration as the day of Vietor Nolr's
funeral or the barricades of Belleyille. He re-
talned, however, suflicient favor with the masses
to secure u seat in the Corps Legislatil from the
Firet Clreumscription of Paris, in which the
vote stood, on November 28, for Rochefort,
17.978: for M. Carnot, 13,474: and for M, Terme,
the regular government candidate, only 2704, AL
the election held in May previously, M. Gam-
betta had recoived 21,734 votes, four thousand
more than were reguired to ensure his eleetion,
but he preferred to represunt & country district
in which he had also been elected.

Al the opening of the session on November 20
Rochefort was not present to respoud o the
hisses which greeted hls name when It was
called, but he soon alter assumed his seat and
took the onth of alleglance to the empire, with
the mental reservation of the right to violate 1t
a8 800n ns the opportunity shonld be presented.
The failure of the proposed demonstration of
October 20 against the unwarranted postpone-
ment by the Government of the opening of the
sosglon had thinned out the ranks of the irrecon-
cllables, until Rospail was left alone on the ex-
treme left, and Rochefort embraced him and
was embraced in return.  The two stood practi-
cally alowe, and apparently powerless for the
time. When Rochefort arose to assail the Em-
pire in the chamber he was réwarded with the
cheap martyrdom of derision alone. Ollivier
was called to the head of the ministry, the so-
ealled constitutional regime wos Imaugurated,
the new government commanded the confidence
and support of the entire imperial faction and
the greater portion of the opposition. and
France was on the polot of forgetting that
Rochetort had remeved his base of operations
from Brusseels to Paris.

This was fortunate for France, but it was {ar
from gratifying to the artful demagogue whose
career we are sketching, As soon as he had
returned to the capital, he had projected o new
journal, which it bad been his intention to
bring out early in December. The first number,
nowever, did not mnke its appearance untll
the new year; but when It was once upon the
street, It was almost as eagerly sought after as
had been La Lanlerne before It It bore the
ttle of La Marscillaise, and in this title alone
presented an Irresistible claim to popularity.
In its columns, Rochefort, aided by Vietor Noir
and a staff of brilllant writers, continued to
aseail the empire and all s sarroundings with
his old-time bitterness and vivacity, and once
more he became the talk of the town. But he
failed to create any unusual sensation until
about the 7th of January, when an article ap-
peared reflecting severely upon Prince Plerre
Napoleon Bonaparte, a cousin of the Emperor,
in which occurred such cholce passages ns the
following: —

“There are singular people In the Bonaparte
family whose pmbition cannot be satisfed, and who,
seeing themselves positively thrown into the shade,
grow spiteful at never attaining power, * * ¢
Let ug place in thin category Prince Plerre Napoleon
Bonuparte, who permits himself to write newspapor
articles in nis lejsure hours, * * * As may be
seen, the Prince does not write with a light hand,
Svratch a Bonaparte, mnd you aeen wid heast ap-
pear. * * * Letthe future republic buware of all
who bear the name of Bonaparte, or anything that
borders on princes, kings or cmperors!”

Prince Pierre thought fit to take offonse at
this article, and sent 10 Roehefort a note elosing
with these words:—'*] redide ot No. 560 Rue
d'Anteull, and I promise you thatif you present
yoursell you will not be told that I am ous.” On
the afternoon of January 10, two of Rocheflort's
assistants presented themselves at the Prince's
residence, to act as scconds in a contemplated
duel between the Prince and Pascal Grousset,
another member of the stafl of La Marseillaise,
who had ventured to relleve his superior of the
quarrel with the Emperor's consin, * The latter
wus nol satisfied with this arrangement, and
durlng the altercation which ensued, Vietor
Noir, one ‘of the mossengers, was shol by the
Prince and died assoon a8 he was falrly out of
the house. The subsequent evemnts ln this
tragedy are of w00 recent occurrénce to need
recounting here. A hundred thousand people
uttended the funeral of Victor Noir, which was
held on the 12th of January, Rochefort belng
present and exerting himself to the utmost to
prevent a premature disturbance. When the
ceremonies of the day were over, he rode down
the Champs Klyses, sceompanled by Respail and
tollowed by a great orowd chanting the ‘‘Mar-

La Marseillaise of the day following the kill-
ing of Victor Noir contained sn inflammatory
article signed by Rochefort, and commencing
with the words, “T have had the weakoess to
believe that a Bonaparte ¢ould be other than an
nesarsin,” and the' domand for it wns so great
that It Is said 400,000 coples of it were sold. On
the same day, Jonuary 11, a communieation
from the Procurcur Imperlale was lald before
the Uhnmber, demanding the arralgnment of
Rachefort for outraged agalnst the Emperor and
exciting dlsorder amd violence, The demand
was referred to a committes, January 17 being
fixed for the discusslon upon their report. Un
that day the Government was urged, on the
part of the Left Centre, to abandon the
prosecution, this party expressing its
entire confidence in the #trength of the ministry.
But the suggestion was unheeded, Rochofort
liimeelf provoking the martyrdom which he
courted by making o violent speach in which he
declared that the minlstry were determined to
get rid of him as n Depuly, being unable o
destroy him in any othor way. While tha debate
was progressing, the hall of the Corps Leglslatif
wis surrounded by immense crowds of people
who were held at bay by the police. When the
vote was taken, It resulted in 226 in favor ol
prosceution to 54 agalnet, and the hero of the
hour emorged from the hall to become the reci-
pleat of another grand popular demounstration.

The trinl bafore the Corractionnl Tribunal was
proceeded with at once, closiug on January 22,
and resulting In the sentence of Rochefort to
pay a fine of 3000 francs and underge au Im-
prisonment of six months, but without any do-
privation of his rights, elther as a citizenor
deputy. The result was a disappolntment: the
punishment was so slight in comparison with
what had been anticlpated, that Rochefort was
agnin robbed of a share of the martyrdom which
ne so eagerly coveted. But he refused to appeal
to a higher tribunal, and resolved to make
the most of his opportunity. Full two woeks
were suffered to elapse before auy attempt
was made to carry the sentence into
effect, but at last n notice was
served upon Rochefort to consider himself a
prigoner,in obedience to thesentence of the court.
On February 7, La Marseillaise contained an
article, over his own signature, In which he
declared his purpose not to surrender without a
show of force on the purt of the Government,
On the same day tho attention of the Ministry
was called to the case In the Corps Legislatif,
and M. Cremieux mude a strong appeal agalnst
the arrest of Rochiefort, as & wrong to his con-
stitnents, DBut M. Ollivier was firm, and after
an exciting discussion his position was sustained
by o vote of 100 to 45, which presented some-
thing of u contrast to the vote of 226 against 84,
by which the arraignment of Rochefort had
been ordered on the 17th of January.

It wag expected that the great irreconcilable
would bo arrested on leaving the Chamber that
day, but he was not molested until he was about
entering o political meeting In the Rue de
Flandre, runuing from Belleville to La Villette.
Then came the grandest epoch of his career.
While ke was being hurried off to prison, his
partlsans assombled, and during the whole
night held possession of the northenstorn guarter
of the city. Barricades, which it was thought
the servile ingenuity of Baron Haussmann had
rendered Impossible, were erected in
seyeral streets, and the attempt  of
the police to carry the principal one
was repulsed by the people, one of the police-
men being killed outright in the assault, while
the commissary who had charge of the detach-
ment entrusted with the duty of arresting
Rochefort was seriously injured. The empire,
however, beld such o strong vaniage ground
that by the close of the next day the excltement
hind subsided, and a counter-revolution rendered
impossible, for the present at least. And now
Rochefort, the prince of the irreconcilables, re-
poses In his cell and awalts the expirailon of his
#ix months' term of lmprisonment to irlve Parils

The NScene of Disturbance In Parls—Revolu=-
tlonary velucldences,

Belleville I8 n northeastern section of Parls, and
adjolns tne famous Quartier du Temple. Tue bounje.
vard ae Bellevilie, part of the Boulavard of the Ex-
terleur, passesd toroagh It The streots (n sellevilie
are nurrow und winding, haviog remained untouched
during the demolitions eifected under the directions
of Baron Haussmann. 11 stands on a rising gronnd,
and mReems the enly piace left of old Pars
in which & popular riglng could be effeated
with  success aguinst o strong military foroe,
M. Rochefort represents this district In the
Corps Legislatif, and receivoed at the late election
abont 20,000 votes:s The population are principally
workingmen and thelr familles. These men are all
Intense Republloans, and cherish the revolutionary
principles which all the sssociations of the district
Ingpire. Although comimon report assigns sinlster
motives to Napoleon 111 for leaving this scction of
Parls unaltered, he hus not falled to take precau-
tlons against & popular insurrecilon. Close by
stands the Caserne Prince BEugene, capable of ao-
commodating 3000 soldiers, and so sitoated as to
command Belleville and cause considerable destrac-
tion by its guns.

This movement derives Importance from the coln-
cldepce It has with that of 458 (o many feitures, On
the morning of the memorable 2494 of February in
Lhat year the streets were full of people, many of
whom were armed, and all in the Nighest stute of
excitement. As seems to be likely at present, there
were confiicts besween the Munloipal Guard and the
people between Rue St Antolne and Hoe Montmar-
tre, and betwoen line St Martin and Rue Viello du
Temple, At sundown the fighting appeared to be
generally suspended, and the people seemed as W
walting 1o LT what would result
from the now Ministerial changes. To-
wards evening, however, an hnmense
arowd, unarmed and rn-vmlcd by torohes, came
down the Boulevard and stopped before Gulgov's re-
sldence, where they rent the alr with dellant ories.
A secldental shot from this house broke the leg of
an officer's horse, ,/The oficer in commund, thinking
hia troops were atlscked, without a moment's con-
slderatlon guve the order to five, and a detachment
of the ldth line, dropping thelr muskess to their hip,
with the muzzles touching the dense mass of
unwarned people bufore them, fired, and &3 porsens
fell th._-m! and wounded, A cry of horror and
astonlshmest burst from the crowd.—*"They assassi-
nate us! they mssassinate us! To arms! fo armsl”
sounded on every side, This proved one of those
critical moments which determined the result of
French revolutlonay confllets Thera was ao longer
any thought of reconciiation; all night the people
tolled @b the barricades, and &b suurise the next
MOrning Sourcely a strost was passable to cavalry or
artiilery.

How the Blonses Fought In That Venr.

In the revolution of 1 La Villetto saw 1ta work-
ing men gathering by small but steadfnst companies,
and wuﬂu for the work to COMIMENCe; ua:?
marched down, grazing the walls of the streets whioh
lead from ig and the Canal do I'Ourcq. Some of thess
workmen, better clothed than the others—Iin oloth
vests, or In surtouts with long skirtsa—muarchod
before them, speak in low twnes, and giving
words of command. hese were the chiefs of the
soctiona of the hts of Man, or the Families—a
sort of democratic freemasonry, Instituted after 1800
by some active republicans. Crowds of studenss and
laborers thronged Ltho strects on the evening of the
23d of February, and, going to the officed of different
DEWApApErs, were harangueda by the editom. They
were Ared upon by the soldlers, and thus the frst
bood In the revolution of 48 was shed, The people
plnced the dena in tumbrels—thelr arms hanging
ontside the corts, thelr wonnds nucoyvoered, and thoir
blood pouritig over the whoeels—and dr «l them
by torch Hght to the oMoe of the Natio a trophy
of npproaching vengeance, brought to the ormdie of
the republic. The bells trunsmitted from church to
chureh, and onwands to the Talleries, thelr paisa-
tiona, precursors of the insurrection of the morrow,

Al This orisis the King sens for M. Thiers to con-
sult with him In regacd to the formation of o minls-
try which shonld appease the people, . ‘Thicra
insisted on the admission to 1t of M, Odillon Barrot,
lesler of the oldess and widest opposision. The King
consented. A proclamation o the [u.-omu WA
drafted, sent 1o the pollce, and posted ap boefore
morning; but it was too late, In the heart of the
old city people wers tearing up sldawalks around the
Carre Baint Martin, nmlhnuaunﬁ barcicades.

It
was evident that compromise was out of the ques-
tion; a provisional government, including Lamar-
tine, was formed, the Chamber of Pears was for-
bldden to meet, the Chamber of Deputies dissolyed
and Louls Phlllppe ran away from the uxasperuuni
people in a one-horse brougham.

It took all the eloguence aven of
Lamartine, whom they loved, to Keep them within
hounde  Fora time the people were qulet, but the
National Assembly, knowing that designing men
wore exciting them, and more troable was in store,
commissioned General Cavalgnne Lo concentrate
troops at Paris, and when June had arrived a garri-
mnlg:l 45,000 men was statloned in and about the
ca .

ut the outrages of anarchy were multiplied In
Paris, and were resisted by the Government only by
ersuasion, vigilunes, pollce regniations, and the

‘ationsl Guard. The repredsive laws of the old
monarchy had been broken down, and the new laws
of the republic had not been enacted. The alubs,
public gatherings, and the press were dangerouy
weapons for the masses and agsinst the repuablie,
Only the army could sustaln the Uovernment,
which had become odious to the population be-
caunse [t endeavored to obviate the danger of
riota by distributing the workmen over the depart-
ments, At 10 o'clock in the evening of the % of
June an armed mob assembled at the Luxembourg,
intending to fght. General Cavalgnac took ooms
mand of the t.moss and the Natlonal Guard, and the
night was passed in preparation for attack and
defense. An T o'clock next morning ten thousand
rioters or revolutionists were forming upon the
Place de Pantheon, (ntending to attack the
Luxembourg, Some battalions of the Eleventh
Legion attacked them, and they dlsgqrimd through
the quarters on the banks of the Solne and
over the Boulevards, crying, “To arms! to arms!"
From every sldefthey were joined by others, headed
I()‘y agenta of sedition and the clubs; the National

uard might then have croshed them, and saved
the blood that afterwards fooded the strests of
Paris; but the Natlonal Guard was alow in respond-
ing to the call of the Government. While Ganeral
Cavalgnac was concentrating his troops, the com-
bat was raging on the Boulevards, Two
detachments of the volupteers asssaulted the
barricades, and fell at the frst Ore of the ingur-
gents, 'I'hmu“lmut the city the torrible battle
raged. The gnllaut Davivier, Damesne, and Lamos
riciere were everywhere encouraging the troops,
and by 4 o'clock In the afternoon all the left bank
of the Selne was cleared of the insurgents, and the
populace rising in the Quartier de Pantheon was
overawed. Lamoriclere, although surrounded by
200,000 men, succeeded in giving courage to the
troops, and the dismayed and faltering Natlonul
Guard; detachments of the National Guard of the
Baulicne began to arrive, and the Government
felt sure of victory. General Cavaignac, sur-
rounded by his staly, Duclere, Lamartine, and
Plerre Bonaparte—lately the murderer of Victor
Nofr—and followed by his troops, charged the rebels
from the Chatean 'Esu, orying, “Vive In Repub-
ligue!"
